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Continuation of 7: 

1 . Reference to claims 20-21 , 27-32, 47-48, 54, and 59, was inadvertently left out of 
the list of claims with allowable subject matter in the previous action. Now that applicant 
has overcome the objections to claims 1 , 6, and 33: 

Claims 6-10,12-37 and 39-59 are allowed. 

Claim(s) 2 is/are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-5 remain rejected. 

Applicant argues: "The Office Action contended that these kernel elements 
correspond with the calibration probes of the invention specified in Claim 1 . However, 
the kernel elements described in Miller are antenna elements arranged in the antenna 
array. As such, the kernel elements are not seen to be interleaved with the antenna 
elements of the antenna array, but rather are seen to be antenna elements that are part 
of the antenna array itself. Accordingly, Miller is not seen to teach the feature of 
calibration probes interleaved with the antenna elements of an antenna array and 
therefore does not anticipate the claim." (p. 17-18). 

The kernel elements of Miller appear to operate in the same manner as the 
calibration probes of applicant, to calibrate the array. As can be seen from Fig. 1 , 
kernel elements Ai, Ai 0 , A N -8 have a different structure than standard antenna elements 
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A2-A 9 , Ah-An-9, and A N -7-A N . These kernel elements, with their structure, are 
interleaved among the standard antenna elements, with their structure. 
3. If applicant intends to be arguing that Miller's kernel elements operate as part of 
the array when the array is operation in communications mode, i.e. that they transmit a 
communication signal with the rest of the elements when the array is transmitting, and 
the receive a communication signal with the rest of the elements when the array is 
receiving, applicant is arguing a feature not claimed. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., that the calibration probes cannot operate as antenna elements) are not recited in 
the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Note that the "kernel elements" of Miller 
perform both the function of calibration and the function of antenna operation.
